PARIS, June 13. The Republique Francaise 


makes suggestions for a thorough reform of 


the Senute to the effect that the Senators shall 
be elected by both houses jointly; that the life- 
senatorship shall be commuted toa term of 
six years; that departmental Senators shall 
also hold their seats six years instead of nine, 
and that the representation of the more popu- 
lous communes shall be increased. The same 
journal predicts that the new Chamber of De- 
puties will be commissioned by the country to 
ask for an immediate Congress of the two 
Houses with a view to the constitutional remod- 
eling of the Senate.

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 13.—Midhat Pasha 
has addressed a communication to the Sultan, 
stating that personally he had no sharein the 
murder of Sultan Abdul Aziz, but he assisted 
in the deposition of Abdul Aziz because the 
late Sultan wished to change the order of suc- 
cession to the throne, and he was also on the 
point of sanctioning the Russian occupation 
of Constantinople. The most curious part ot 
Midbat Pasha’s communication is that in 
which he points out that if Abdul Aziz had not 
been deposed the present Sultan would notnow 
occupy the throne. Midhat Pasha attacks 
several high personages, including Mahmoud 
Nedim Pasha, Minister of the Interior, whom 
he accuses of having supported Abdul Aziz in 
his project for bringing the Russian army to 
Constantinople.

a wait tbere of an hour and a half for the up 


ot the time in the eating house talking to Mr. 
Hussey, the proprietor. During the time he 
drank some beer and ate a very light luuch. 
He appeared in more than usual good spirits, 
cracking au ocasiounl joke and laughing like 
aman with no care on his mind. His wife 


peared in her actions. At half past 10 o’clock, 
just after the Georgetown up train 
bad arrived and stopped upon the bridge, 
and about five minutes before the Central 
train reached this point, Mr. Hersee walked 
on the bridge and accosted Miss Somerville, 
one of the ladies of the company, who was 
standing over the railing, andina famil- 
iar wavy lid ber good bye. Sbe smiled and 
said “Goodby,’”’ and turned to walk toward 
the station, about fifty yards distant. Jlersee 
climbed over the railing, stood for an instant 
on the outside edge of the bridge and made 
the fatal leap. He had on his overcoat at the 

time. This bridge is about 15 or 20 feet above 
the creek, whichis much swollen, full of 
water and the eurrent very powerful. Owing 
to Senth Clear Creek’s meeting and mingling 
at this point the water bere has force enough 

to turn every wheel in Clear Creek and Gil- 

pin counties. Parties on the Georgetown 

train who saw the desperite deed gave the 

alarm at once and immediately the whole 
place Was in an uproar. 

The moment Hersee struck the water he 
began to struggle frantically. Thetforce of 
the current began to earry him down stream. 
When about two hundred yards down from 
the bridge be managed to divest himself of 
bis heavy outer garments and again began 
his efforts to reach the bank. Most of the 
people at the depot followed bim down the 
river, Watching his endeayors and expecting 
him every moment to gain a firm footing. Oc- 
casionally he would disappear, but again 
come to the surface merely to renew his 
struggles. He Kept fairly in the middle of 
the stream, evidently following the ‘course 
of the current. Some of the members of the 
company wished to rush into the water to 
his reseue, but were detamed by fear of a 
similar death. — ‘ 

When about half mile down the creek his 

efforts relaxed. Puinly it appeared as if his 
strength were giving out and oecasionally he 
would raise himself out of the water and 
frantically throwing his hands about would 
sink again. His features, which were plainliv 
visible to those on the bank, were as fixed as 
marble, but showed frightful agony. When 
about a mile from the bridge and going over 
small rapids the body disappeared and has 
not been seen since. 
The scene at the depot when those who fol- 
lowed the struggling man down bad returned 
and reported his fate beggars description. 
His wife became ra frantic and was 
with difficulty placed on the np train for Cen- 
tral. The ladies were all in tears, and even 
the men could not restrain their deep emo- 
tions. He never uttered a word from the 
time he took the leap. wnt1 his body disappear- 
ed one mile below.. He was a powerfully 
built young man, of about thirty years of age, 
and had the reputation of being a good swim- 
mer. The suicide was the son of a 
well-known: author and manager of London, 
England, and was the brother of Miss Rose 
Hersee, anjactress well known in Eastern 
cities. He came to America lust October from 
London, when he and his wife joined the 
company. They have one son in England. 
It is no seeret with the members of the com- 
pany that his domestic relations were unbap- 
py. The reported quarrels between himself 
and his wife—Miss Mattie Duggan on the 
stage—were the subject of common conversa- 
tion. They had:not been living together for 
some weeks, aud she bad afew days ago ex- 
ressed herdetermination not to live with 
im again. He was not what would be called 
adissipated man, although he drank occa- 
sionally, but was a man of a sour, morose 
and jealous disposition. The theory among 
the company is that he did not premeditate 
suicide, but imagined that he migbt work 
upon the feelings of his wife by «a pretended 
attempt at death, and, not being aware of the 
treacherous characserof the ereek at this 
point, rusbed in witb the belief that he would 
get out or be rescued. Hisimmediate efforts 
after he struck the water and his continued 
efforts afterwards bear out this theory.

THE FIGHT IN NEW YORK. 
Editorial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YorK, June.—If the Administra- 

tion may be fairly judged by its friends and 
leaders in this State, it should hide its face 
in shame. 

CHAUNCEY DEPEW, who kas now become 
the most prominent candidate of the Admin- 
istration wing for the Senate, and who has ac- 
tually received the votes of a majority of the 
Republican members of the Legislature, is 
VANDERBILT’s Albany lobbyist, and has for 
years been as regularly and permanently on 
the pay-roll of the Now York Central Rail- 
road as any conductor. He is, by courtesy, 
called VANDERBILT’sS lawyer. But this is a 
mere sham. DEPEW never has a case in 
court. Itisa notorious fact that VANDER- 
BILT has no other use for him. than 
to send him to Albany to watch 
and prevent hostile legislation. This DE- 
rEW has done for many years. His whole 
strength to-day is confessedly based upon 
his *‘intimacy’’ with legislators, his connec- 
tion with VANDERBILT and the New York 
Central Railroad, whose wealth is as enor- 
mous as is its influence. The word “‘inti- 
macy” with legislators is full of meaning. 
It is universally believed that the majority ef 
legislators — Republican or Democratic — 
are venal and can be bought like sheep for 
almost anv measure. It is also believed that 
DEPEW has bought so many of them in the 
past on account of VANDERBILT’s road that 
they cannot well refuse him a vote for him- 
self. Many Republicans who are bitterly 
hostileto CONKLING admit that this is the 
sole reason for DEPEW’sS prominence. The 
feeling among Republicans is so vindictive 
and desperate against CONKLING that they 
would shrink from nothing to compass his 
defeat. The best evidence of this is the fact 
that the very men and newspapers who have 
for years denounced monepolies, lobbyists 
and DEPEW as the corrupt agent of VANDER- 
BILT, now openly support the latter for the 
Senate. 

It is no secret that VANDERBILT desires DE- 
PEW’sS election as a matter of personal 
representation. He says that the Pennsyl-

Electric Lights on Bridges. 
Sr. Louis, June 11, 1881. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Having had some experience onthe river

and watched the many wants of safety to life 
and property, would recommend that electric 
lights be placed upon all draws where the 
bridges are provided with steam power for 
turning the table; besides it would be of ad- 
vantage tothe railroad, forthe reason that it 


would thrown bright light along the railroad 
track on the bridge. Steamboats are often 
scriously inconvenienced by the darkness of 
the night and compelled to lie over until day- 
light in order to pass through the draw, and at 
a very oonsiderable expense tothe owners. 
In view of the great anount of tonnage that 
we have afloat upon the waters of the Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, Ohio and Lllinois Rivers, and 
the great number of passengers and vast 
amount of freight that is being transported, 
would suggest the propriety of electric lights 
being placed upon all such bridges..

ALBANY, N. I.. June 13.—The investigation 
ot the alleged bribery case was continued this 
morning. Assemblyman Bradley was called to 
the stand. Mr. Bangs asked Bradley how he 
had voted on the Senatorial question? He re- 
plied at first for White and Cornell and later 
on for Conkling and Piatt. Had conversed 
with Sessions as to the way I had voted. Had 
given him as a reason for such change ot vote 
the feeling among my constituents, many of 
whom were friendly to Conkling and Platt. 
liad stated I intended to change to Conk Wi 
and Platt at a meeting of the Stalwarts pre\yi- 
ous to my change of vote. f 

Cross-examined by Peckham--Have lived in 
Olean since 75; am a producer of petroleum 
oil in Pennsylvania about twenty miles from 
my home. He (Bradley) had entire charge 
of the business until he came to — f. prior 
to 75 he was engaged in getting out live oak 
timber in Texas. He had a contract with Fred 
T. Powell of Newburgh to get out 150,000 feet 
ottimber for a Newburgh firm. The timber 
was for the different navy yards; worked at 
Newburgh for J. Bigler & Co., lumber 
men, before I went to Texas, 
had never before been in Texas. 
Went to Newburgh from Bingham- 
ton in May 72. Il was sent down to 
Louisiana in Dec. 72, to look after the contrac- 
tors getting eutJumber. Returned the follow- 
ing spring. Thecontractors had about thirty- 
five men scattered throughout the woods, 
paid the contractors money for Bigler & Co., 
and was frequently in New Orleans. In the 
fall of 73 I took a contract to go to Texas for 
timber, where I remained until July 74. I 


one year ahead of time. Remained in Texas 
nearly a year on the Brazos River, some fifty 
wiles from Galveston. Had three gungs ot 
men getting outtimber. My — remained 
in Galveston seeing to the shipment of timber 
while I saw to getting it out. Never succeeded 
in ae, settlement with Bigler. Was not en- 
gaged in business in Binghampton. Boarded 
at the Inebriate Asylum for eight months. Re- 
sided in n in 1871 where I had 
charge of a lumber mill for Chapin Hall. Was 
in that city about six months. father wis 
a lumber merchant in Salamanca. Had known 
Chapin Hall ever since I was a boy. Hall kept 
n lumber yard in Louisville. He (Hall) pur- 
chased a large lumber tract from my father's 
estate. There were many law suits growing 
out of the settlement of the estate. I was a 
witness in one of the suits at Chatauqua Lake 
in 1870 and 1880. Was called as a witness for 
defendant. The trial was before Geo. Brad- 
ley, referee. 

Hon. Menry Smith was one of the counsel on 
that trial. Have had no other law suits on the 
part of the estate within the past lew years. 
Was witnessin ’78in a case,betore Judge, War- 
ren. I was a stockholder in the Peg Leg Rail- 
road in §Bradford. My partner Kennedy was 
interested in a Narrow Gauge Railroad. He 
got out an injunction and I toid him I had not 
signed a paper giving the right of way to the 
Peg Leg Railroad. They produced a paper on 
the trial signed by me giving the right of way 
to the company. 

I went to Louisville in 1870 or 1871 to take 
charge of Hall's Mill and remained there six 
months. During the past five years I have 
been somewhat active in politi®s. Have been 
Supervisor of the town of Olean for two terms; 
belonged to Garfield and Arthur Club; was 
nominated for the Assemblyin August last; 
was opposed by Col. Bascomb and Mr. King. 
IThad not seen Senator Sessions during the 
cunvass; did not see hfm before I came to Al- 
bany in January. Ilave seen him fre- 
quently during the session and con 
versed with him about the bill vbefore 
the Legislature. I took active interest in the 
tiret United States Senatorial canvass this 
year. I wasfrequently atthe rooms of Platt 
and Crowleyin January last until I finally 
madeup my mind which candidate I should 
support. I understood that ata meetingiof 
tie Stalwartsin New York City they had not 
decided upon a candidate. 

Question by Mr. Peckham—Who did ypu 
understand was at that meeting?’ 

Mr. Carpenter—I object to the question. 

Mr. Bungs—I think a question may be asked. 

Bradey—I understood that no determina- 
tion was arrived at, but subsequently I made 
up my mind and went to Platt

To Mr. Peckham—I have frequently talke 
with Mr. Sessions about Senatorial questions.

He was earnest in 
lis opposition to Conkling and Platt and on all 
occasions advised me to vote against them. I 
told him in reply that I would vote just as I 
saw fit. I did not answer him 
in an angry tone, but went to his room to have 
him understand that Iwas still with the Stal- 
warts. I was not onary about it. I did not 
calculate to vote for Conkling and Platt on the 
first ballot, and I told themI! would not ina 
caucus or conference of Independent 
Stalwarts. I gave as a reason for 
my proposed action that many of my constit- 
uents were opposed to Platt and Ooukiing.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The roll of the House 
of Representatives of the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress contains the name of Cannon as a dele- 
gate from Utah, put there by the Clerk.

McDonough, Boland and Chapman as 
Friends and Enemies. 


The Features and Effects of a Out- 
Throat Policy.

Some of the Secret History of the Recent 
Police Troubles. 


Ihe dtp after Captain McDonough resigned 
his position as Chief of Police he told an in- 
timate acquaintance that one deduction he 
bad drawn trom recent events in the Police 
Department was that plenty of people could 
be found to swear to anything. The veteran 
was referring to the statements, which he had 
cen and heard of, made under oath about 
him and bis friends. What he said applies to 
others. Since the first of the year 
there heve been not scores but hun- 
dreds of affidavits taken bearing on 
the character and acts of men connected with 
the Police Department. The victims of the 
deposition will number a score or more. 
Volice Commissioners Finney and Moffett fell. 
so did Boland. Page’s effort to get reiustate- 
ment on the dectective force proved futile. 
Faulkuer, superintendent of the mounted 


stables, was iu a state of uncertainty tor 
weeks. The oi Chief, whose resignation was 
nut the last thing the public looked for, 
threw up his hands officially. It 
the half that is suid is true, there 
are more resignations to come. And all this 
ustrates McDonough’'s remark that there are 
ple willing to swear to anything. If this 
urge collection of jurats could be taken as 
‘‘nothing but the truth! the conclusion would 
He forced that there have been very bad men 
in high place around the Four Courts during 
the past few months. 

The chronology ofevents inthe Police De- 
partment since the first of the 4 following 
a somewhat ancient style, might read in this 
way: Boland begot affidavits against Finney 
and Moffat, and they too begot affidavits 
avainst Boland, who likewise begot affidavits 
against Faulkner; and McDonough begot afk 
davits against Boland, and hein turn begot 
ifiidavits against McDonough; the latter es- 
poused Page concerning whose re- 
cord Chapman begot a statement 
ot a dozen pages of foolscap which 
relieved himof active connection with the 
police force. Page went on a visit to a far 
country, namely Cincinnati, and there begota 
most numerous bundle of depositions, all re- 
ting to Chapman. 

The one-tenth part of the allegations em- 
braced in this ill begotten literature has not 
been madefpublic and probably very little of it 
will be. At least that is to be hoped. 
Much that has been sworn to is 
undoubtedly false. Official and private char 
acters have been overhauled in the most scret- 
lug manner. 

ENMITIFBES AND SCANDALS, 

a score of years old, have been dragged up to 
the surface. Men's histories have been tol 

lowed back to boyhood in the effort to estab- 
lish something derogatory. Not only have 
their good names been smirched but their 
tumily circles have been invaded, and there 
ure in existence written statement, which 
would Dlast more than one womaa now looked 
upon us res) ectable. 

The secret history of the police troubles since 
the beginning of the year had best be commit: 
ted tothe keeping of a red hot stove. Still 
there are some things that can be told to illus- 
trate the bitterness of the fight and the extent 
to which each faction went todowneach other 
in the cut-throat policy. 

When the ex-Detective Page failed of rein- 
statement on the force in spite of the efforts of 
McDonough he was given a kind of roving 
commission by the enemics of Chapman, the 
<hietof D tectives, to hunt up evidence calcu- 
luted to damage him. It wus 
i labor of love with Lage, tor 
to the record which Chapman pr pare tor the 
board was attributed the ex-detective's tail- 
ure to get back on the force. A part of Page's 
work has been a visit to Cincinnati, and it is 
ullewed that the expenses of the trip were paid 
by McDonough. Chapman entered the army 
when little more than a mere boy and was in 
service about six years. lle came to St. Louis 
and went on the police force adozen years ago. 
between his muster out of the army and his 
muster into the Metropolitans these was a wap 
of two or three years which he passed 
in Cincinnati. The evidence Page set 
about collecting related to the habits and lite 
ot Chapman during this interim. Page was so 
far successful in that he found members of the 
Chapman family who remembered there had 
been some escapades and

on the part of the present 
iet ot Detectives. One or two of 
the depositions connect the nume of Chapman 
with a womanmaaed Belle Boyle. This Ein- 
cinnati bundle formed the bulk of the evidence 
collected under the ex-Chief's auspices. Dur- 
ing the decade in which Chapman sustained 
the relation of confidential secretary to the 
Chief there was nothing found on which a 
charge could be based, but skipping to the time 
when Chapman was made Chief of Detectives 
McDonough began the second chapter of his 
specitications against Chapman. One of these 
later charges was that after taking the new 
position Chapman was seen at the Lindell in 
company with Detective Lawler and an ex- 
convict, and the affiant believed that they were 
all under the influence of liquor. Another charge 
bore evidence on its face how close a watch 
the old Chief had kept on his subordinate. It 
was alleged bythe spotter that since being 
niacedin charge of the detectives Chapman 
id come under the baneful influence of War- 
ren McChesney. The latter is a contractor“ 
and bas a roomon Sixthand Market. The 
specification was that Chapman had beena 
\isitor in McChesney’s room and had been 
known to remain there a £4consid- 
erable length 0 time, and when 
seen .coming out his face was red. 
‘These tums formed the bulk of the ammuni- 
tion with which McDonough had loaded the 
turd that was before the Chief of Detectives. 
lhe old man had reached the proper time to 
apply the slow match when a mine was sprung 
under him which surprised him first and the 
community afterwards. There was nothing to 
do but to turn over to the Board what he him- 
self had collected against Chapman, and to re- 
tire to private life in the hope that nis late sec- 
retary would follow him. 

It was Boland who touched off the mine. 
(loser intimate relations have seldom existed 
between three; men and those between Mc 
Donough, Chapman and Boland when all were 
connected with the Police Department. — 
stood by each other for years. Looking bac 
over his two administrations the ol Chief says 
that these were the two men whom be trusted 
most. After Boland was made Police Commis- 
sioner he moved the reappointment of Mc- 
Donough for u four years term, and voted for 
him. It was the fulfillment of a 
pledge, und when the old man 
nad been fairly settled in his seat almost his 
first declaration was that he meant to make 
Chapman Chief of Detectives. 
ago 

THIS TRIUMVIRATE. 
formed the strongest combination ever known 
in the police departinent—Vice President, 
Chief and prospective Chief of Detectives, in 
complete harmony. The opinions Boland 
had formed of McDonough when 
he had served under him underwent a change 
when they were associated more on a level. 
As Volice Commissioner there came to his 
knowledge matters which had been kept from 
him before. When the edict of the Overs*olz 
que went fortuthat Boland must be destroy- 
ed MeDonougn sided with his friends in the 
Republican office and added his ponderous 
Weight to the politigal avalanche directed 
against the offending Volice Commissioner.

HARRISON'S RUSE. 


A Divorced Husband Kidnaps His Child— 
The Mother’s Appeal. 


Col, David Murphy appeared this morning 
in Judge Lindley's Court to present an appii- 
cation in behalf of aladyto whom a decree of 
divorce was granted three years since. In 1878 
at the June termjthe Court gave a decree to 


Mrs. Arthur Harrison in a divorce suit against 
her husband, foreman of u livery 
stable on Pine street. The custody 
of the only child, a little 
girloftwo years, was likewise given to the 
mother, together withthe restoration of her 
maiden name, Josephine Turner. Evidence 
wasintroduced atthe hearing of the case’ to 
show that Mr. Harrison had abandoned his 
wife and child, and that during the time they 
were living together he had failed to provide 
properly for his wife’s support. It Wasfarther 
shown in evidence that he had rendered his 
wife’s condition intolerable, accusing her ot 
infidelity, and on one occasion in her presence 
and in her bed-room making an improper 
proposal to a lady visitor. Ever since the 
separation Mrs. Harrison permitted her hus- 
band at intervals to see the little girl, and 
after the divoree proceedings he contributed 
clothing and other little necessaries for the 
child. Recently the mother per- 
mitted the little one to go out 
riding with her father. He failed and refused 
toretuin her to her mother’s care, and in 
spite of repeated entreaties the father de- 
clined to give her up and refused to tell the 
mother where she could be found, Under 
these circumstances the young mother in her 
anguish of mind and anxiety has appealed to 
the courts, and an order issued upon Harrison 
to appear and show cause why he should not 
be punished for contempt. 
The petitioner, a young and interesting 
woman, was carefully questioned by Judge 
Lindley inthe matter. She said that the child 
had been well cared for, residing with her at 
424 Montrose avenue. In granting permission 
for the father to take the child out for a ride 
she had no idea of his design to retain posses- 
sion cf her. The case engages some interest.

CHILD. LABOR. 


How Boys and Girls Are Hmployed 
m Missouri Mines and 
Factories. 
Interesting Information Furnished by 
the Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics. 


— 

The most interesting chapter of the report 
of the Commisioner of Labor Statistics just 
isswed, is that headed “Child Labor and the 


Apprentice System.” 
The opening statement is te the effect that, 


of all the evils engrafted into the labor sys- 
tem of the country, the employment of 
children in factories and mines 
stands first in enormity. After tur- 


ther dwelling upon the bad effects 
of this practice a carefully prepared table is 
presented showing the average number of 
children employed. The total returns from 
1238 manufacturing establishments and mines 
received by the bureau are taken as the basis 
of calculation, and it is shown that 
in these establishments 408 boys under 14 
years of age, 41 girl near the same 
age, 03 boys and 0106 girls over 14 years of 
age, are employed. The grand total of boys 
— girls employed in 133 manufacturing es- 
tablishments and mines is therefore 1.688. 
According to the census returas of 1876 there 
werein the State 14,245 manufacturing es- 
tablishments. If the foregoing figures re- 
present the fair average of the youth 
sexes employed, it follows that in 
14,245 establishments there must be 
180,793 laborers of this class. This result is 
partially confirmed by a comparison with the 
school population and school enrollment of 
the State. The school population of the State 
in 1878 was 688,248, the school enrollment 
48,0% —a difference of 240,215. Add to 
the school enrollment the 180,793 employed 
in factories and mines and the difference is 
reduced to 59,422, which may be accounted 
for by adding the attendance at private 
schools. After quoting sections of the Con- 
stitution of the State the report proceeds as 
follows: 

“To the thinking mind the spectacle pre- 
sented by the almost universal employment 
ot child labor in nearly all branches of indus- 
try is certainly appalling. To see boys and 

irls who should be in school or at 

ome under the care of their 
parents at labor in the various 
establishments of the country speaks badly 
for the State. The a bee a of child-labor 
destroys not only the physical development 
of the child, but cuts off the opportunities 
offered for an education, without 
which even the most skilled mechanic 
becomes a mere automaton or machine, and 
not what was intended, a noble and intelligent 
being. The early continement of children in 
our factories, mills and other establishments 
biunts all the sensibilities, engenders disease, 
creates false impressions of life and its duties, 
and we unhesitatingly say it is productive 
of licentiousness and a total disregard of all 
thatsavors of morality andthe obligations 
that are due to society and to God. This isa 
broad assertion, but we believe is susceptible 
of proof. Take, if you please, one 
of our large, manufacturing establish- 
ments where child labor of both 
sexcs is employed and watch closely for one 
week and you will see what is meant by the 
assertion just made. This contact of children 
begets too much familiarity between them;

The Mound City Railway Scores a 
Heavy Embezzlement.

4 Sensational Story Invelving Mr. 
Frank Erskine. 


The Mound City Railroad Company is about 
to furnish a gilt-edged sensation in the shape 
of an embezzlement to the extent of $15,000 
which has been perpetrated upen them bya 


former employ who has been for some _ years 
Secretary of the Company. It is 
certain that the money is gone; that it has 
been going for a long time,and although every 
possible scheme was devised to trap the guilty 
man up to within a very short time, it was not 
found possible to detect the criminal. Mr. 
Erskine, a young man very well known in this 
city, and who.e father, Mr. Greene Erskine, is 
one of the prominent citizens of the town, 
will be arrested to-morrow, charged with hav- 
ing got away with this money during his con- 
nection with the Mound City Railway as Secre- 
tarv. Mr. Erskine! was a stock holder in the 
company, and is now one of the directors of 
the Carondelet Gas Works. His arrest will be 
as much of a surprise to himself as to 
his many friends, who have hitherto 
believed him to be as steady as he was well 
connected. The facts in the case as developed 
show thatin the first place there are several 
thousand dollars worth of tickets of the car 
company out, which could ndt be accounted 
for, until it was learned that Mr. Erskine had 
some time ago gone to Messrs. 
Woodward and Tiernan, the gentlemen 
who,print tickets for the Mound City Company, 
and told them that the last delivery of sheets 
was 100 short. These sheets of tickets are 
counted by seven different people and certified 
to accordingiy. Each one represents $50 


worth of car tickets and every possible safe- | 


guard is adopted to guarantee that they 
do not go into circulation unauthorized. 
The firm could herdly believe that a mistake 
had been made, but soonerthan have a row 
100 additional sheets were sent in. Mr. Erskine, 
as secretary, if he were williug to take advan- 
tage of his position, could finda ready mar- 
ket for fraudulent tickets, as it was his duty 
to Sell the slips to the con- 
ductors, the only check upon him 
being the knowledge ot on the part of the other 
ofticers of the number of tickets in store. Col. 
Normile, who has been enguged for the prose- 
cution, says that the evidence as to this part 
ot the charge is simply indisputable and this 
is not all. The Gravois Railroad Company 
uses the same office as the Mound City, is in 
fact owned by the same parties, 
and in his position of security of the Mound 
City itis alleged that Mr. Erskine found op- 
portunity to appropriate funds of the Gravois 
Corporation amounting to several thousand 
dollars. The whole amount alleged to have 
been taken is at least $15,000,and may be much 
more than that. Some of it was captured, 
as stated, selling tickets not 
checked by the company to the conductors, 
but the greater balance, it is 
alleged, by direct appropriation.
